Some reuiarka made at the recent 
banquet of the Chamber of Commoifjo 
by Mr. Evarts in regard to tho ship- 
ping intercBt havo aroused not a little 
discussion. A fow zouloiis Free Tra- 
ders clamour yigorously for "Lreo 
Irado in ships," while zealous 1 ro- 
tectionists feel called upon to protest, 
lest, by this "introduction of tho thin 
end of the v.-ed^;o,"' tho entire tanrt 
may be overthrown. Wo fail to see 
tho pertinency of appeals to estab- 
Vshed beliefs for or against the gener- 
al system of Protootion. When Am- 
erican shipyards are turning out ves- 
sels which foreiKU purchasers prefer 
at the price to any they Can buy else- 
where^ there seeing to he little reason 
either to hope or to fear that Ameri- 
cana, if they Avore permitted, would 
make;haste to supply the deficiencies 
of our merchant service by buying in- 
ferior ships at a lii^'her price. Ap- 
parently old habitri of thought have 
led to curious lui^r.ipprehensions as to 
the real cause of the decline of our 
gripping. It is not quite clear that 
itWadlxi to.purchasc ship.-i ^yould ro- 
moVo'the cause of that decline. 

Tho decadence of American com- 
merce did not commence, as some 
have imagined, with the escape of the 
first Confederate cruiser for a British 
port. For some years before the war 
the decline of shipping and ship-build- 
ing in this country had been noted 
■wifh surpri.so. Tho cause was tho in- 
tro'ductiou of slcam. When tho Bal- 
timore clipner surrendered to the maii 
steamer, the work began which the 
Alabama finished. Commerce, as 
©very one must realize who carefully 
considers mouern methods, depends 
upon speed and rf:;>;nlarity of com 
munication, not nierc-ly in the move 
mont of goods, but far more in the 
carryingiOf mails. The merchant who 
can get in His order, his oCfer, or his 
remittance most promptly gets the 
cream of I ho market. Keen apprecia- 
tion of this fact, not le.'S than pride 
in mastery of the soas.led Great Britain 
to expend money lavishly for the es- 
tablishment and maintouance of mail 
steamship lines >o hundreds of foreign 
ports. Soon it came tto • pass that 

• American merchants woro forced to 
send letters or ruinittances through 
England. Every small sbipmeut re 
quiring prompt transmis^sion to meet 
con^iJfeionB of the market sought the 
same" channel. Meanwhile, we know 

■■ -what the United Slates (iovorniuent 

- has done to Cbiablish speedy coinuuini- 
catioiis 1>y American steamship linns 
with foieisn ports. -Prior to the war, 
not much; during and since the war, 
■practically nothing. . „ 

To this remurkttble difference in tho 
ijolioy of the two nations in respect to 
foreign muil .scrvieo tho ;^n-eat change 
in coiumurco io hitter times has been 
largely due. It is now twenty-one 
yea"r8 since Ainei-ican commerce began 

■ to decay. During all this peiiod wo 
steadily increased bhipments of bulky 
products to England, to pay fnr olher 
produotB purcbasfid fruni olliers. If wo 
wanted coireo from Brazil, wheat wont 
to Liverpool, goods went thence toilio, 
and the cofTee came thence to Nou- 
lork. England found tho ships for 
many such triangular movenionts, and 
to-day, if wo wish to send a small sliip- 
luent'of cotton goods to any of a thous- 
aniiports, the quickest and ciieapeutway 
is to ship through England and Eng- 
lish vessels, in competition at a dis- 
jidvantage with EngliKb good^j. Ah a 
result, notice a few tig\ire.s from the 
annual report for the lisenl year ouding 
June 30th, showing our exports to and 
imports from certain countries: —

IMPEBIAL AND COLONIAL RE- 
SPONSIBILITIES. 

Captain J. 0. Coloinb, B.M.A.,to wboso 
advocacy of a thorough Hystem of Colon- 
ial dofence wo have frequently roforrod, 
continues his efforts in England to draw 
the attention of the Imperial Governmout 
to the defoncoloss oouilition of Austrnlia 
and British Coluinbia in oiiso of a foreign 
■wnr In n paper road by Captain Colninb 



at a late meeting of the Eoyal Ctdoniul 
Institute, be hold that there was no such 
thing as a distinction between Imperial 
and Oolonial responbibility, and that in 
•war all mast share accordingto their abil- 
ity the Imperial burden of dofouco. 
Glancing at the possiblo condition of tiio 
Paoiflo Ocean, he said the Kuasiaa naval 
force in the Faoiiic was : practically inde- 
pendent of European arsenals, and that 
of America entirely independent of Atlan- 
tic dockyiudH, while our Pacific flootshad 
to roly for support on Portsmouth and 
Plym'outI), aud could only rucoivo stores 
and roinforcciuL'uia rum; I tho Capo or 
through the Snez Cunal, and our military 
force was oaxed at tlie other side of the 
■world. In view of huch developments in 
the North Pacific, Auslralia was virtually 
concenicil in tho honor aud supromuoy of 
British naval power in that ragioti. Jfol 
only vsas AtiMraliadccphj concerned in ihc 
prbpo eU CuhMlian Pacijic li'.dlwai/, but it 
was a matter o/vast imporlanct to us at home. 
As he had fur years porsi.stoutly pointed 
out tliesa islnuds must not only bo guard- 
ed against invasion, but olso bo secured 
against investment. After referring to 
other advantages of this railway, aud 
strongly lU'ging its construction, ho said 
that with rogiivd to telegraph commuui- 
oation, whiln Russia could put hor Pacific 
armies and fleets in motion three minutes 
after the order was given from St. Peters- 
burg, we could only send messages 
throngh TTnitdd States' officials, who were 
not responsible to us if they never reach- 
ed their deaiination. In adopting the 
principle of "fragmentary defences," 
whicli deprived us of tho powei of con- 
ceutrating naval power or military force, 
we were forgetliug our past hiHtory, and 
doing our be-it' to .deprive all British ter- 
rlCgry: and alt. British sea' lines of inttr- 
commnnieali'in of elHcient naval protec- 
tion in wur. Oi'v fl ets would want other 
things be-iili s militury garrisons at their 
bases. In the c duijs t/ieij tL'oiilU need dock- 
yards near at hand, providing s^ilficient 
^ means of repair; lUid they would require a 
■ sure, steady, aud certain supply of coul 
and telegraphic commnnicatiou. A yreat 
Imperial dockyard at the other side of the 
world icas a most apparent necessity. 

The rem irks of (Japt iin Colomb are op- 
portune. Ho takes a largo and statesman- 
like view of the railway and drydock. 
There ia notliiug narrow or parochial 
about him, Australia .would, in his opin- 
ion, share 'in the benefits tDafwdnld flow 
from' the oonstrootidn of the Conadian 
Pacific Railway; and a drydook on the Pa- 
cific he regards OS an Imperial necessity, 
and should, of conrse, be an Imperial 
work. .At this lime, when British Colum-

Lord ll.iglau and Cienoial .Siinpscai IJo 
hn* never comniuinli^d troops in action, 
and has sot n no ^ervico muco tho Crimea. 
Sir Alfred lior ford bus .si en much moro 
service, but wo bc-lievo ho would himtalf 
weuri '-'ly seek on active command; while 
Sir Churles Ellice has seoii scarcely any 
active service. Ihoro roraains Kir Luitorn 
Sinimoua, whom tho new.spapors liavfi 
been wri'ing up ,1- the future oiumaiidcr;

ago steps were not taken to permanently 
repair tho defect. Tho town down to 
lusi evening had been two aud-a-half 
days without water; aud if it is as^^eriod 
that the break was unavoiduble, tho ques- 
tion that forces itself ou tho public mind 
is, flas suflicieut enc-rgy been shown in 
lectifying tho fault? With a full staff of 
wcllpaid offlcittls, and with.the neceii»ary 
tools and applinncoi ready to their hands, 
it would really aeem aa if thoro has bo(!U 
a strange (Ulatoriuess for which tho oili- 
cers should bo required to arconnt. An- 
other occurrence similar to tho ono under 
diacuBsiou and tho city will losu coufl- 
deuce in the permanent character of the 
water supply, and householders will bs 
required to dig private wells as the only 
reliable resource.

PAOIl'IC NEWS FROM LONDON! 



London, June 8. — Tho Ascot meeting 
opened brilliantly to-day. Prince and 
PrincosB of Wales and ex-J'resideut Grant 
oceuiiii.'d the roj'al stand. The crowd is 
immense. The race for Her Majesty's gold 
vane brought out aovon starters and was 
won by "Skylark," "Roseburg" second, 
Ilhidorrock" third. Prince of Wales 
stakes were won by Glen Arthur. The 
Ascot stakes woro won by Cypress; Fiuis 
Mceoud; First of Spring third. 

Chioaoo, Juno 12. — Tribunes Constan- 
tinople dispatch snys there is great re- 
joicing over the reported repulse of tho 
Busaians in Asia and on the Danube. The 
Turks are regaining, confideuoe in. their 
powers of defence, this confidence hftviug 
been shaken sadly before by Mukhtar 
Pasha's reverses. 

In the Chamber of Doiiutiea tho formal 
nnnouncement of these victories was re- 
ceived with cheers. 

Vienna, June 12. — Telegram from Asia 
indicates there exists no longera feeling of 
desiiondoney which was so markisd in lato 
account* from Turkish sources. A battle 
•trill bo risked iu Araxos valley. Tho only 
question is whether tho Russians will at- 
tack Turkish position they have chosen 
or push forwrad a column from Olti to- 
ward Erzeronm and thus turn the Turk- 
ish flank. Thei -flying .oolDinas which 
Mukhtar Pasha has sent against Rus- 
sians at Olti show tho Turks aro awavo of 
this danger, but it remains to bo seen 
whether they can obviate it and spare suf- 
ficient force to check tho advance of tho 
Russians over tho pass of Kirelshledagh 
leading direct from Olti to head of tho 
valley of Western Enphratis and Erzero- 
um. 

London, June 12.— Tho Time's says tbo 
Marquis of Sali.^bnry aud Earl_ Derby's

HORRIBLE s¥0ilY F5!0M "the AN'

Sailors Murdered by Queensland 
Blacks 



The Cooktown corrospondont of the 
"Brisbane Telegraph, " writing on tho 
2Gtli of February, gives tho foUowiu 
narrative;— "The Douglas, schooner, 
belonging to a Melbourne ilrm,having 
laiided a general cargo in Cairns, pro- 
ceeded on l^io 9th of January to Chil 
cot Island, lying about 200 inilos duo 
caBt, and worked for guano by that 
linn. To obtai<i v, favorable wind, tho 
Douglas wont south as far as I'liuder's 
Passage, anchoring on the way under 
Drink Island, near OardwoU. While 
there a canoe with throe blacks came 
oty, and were invited on board, and 
consented to go with tho vessel 011 her 
vo^'ago. On arriving at Chilcot, a 
small dotached island, they ^Quud the 
Alexandra, bvig,b.elangiDg to the same 
firm, half loaded. Mr. Beaver, one of 
the same firm, who was on board tho 
Douglas, not having ciiotigh coloi'- 
labor to Bcicen the guano fi'' ' ^^^^ 
dotonnined to go b!iri_l

bor, as they appeared quite cheerful 
and happy. That evening tAVO while 
men, Cochrane aud Mcintosh, were on 
shore in a hut which had been erected, 
and which "wos stored with water and 
raisins; two of the blacks were with 
them. In tho early part of tho night, 
while the white men were sitting iu 
their hut, the blacks seem to have kill- 
ed them by Bimultaueous and treach- 
erous strokes, the attitude of the bodies 
indicating that,they ooujid hardly have 
been aware of the'death-atroke. Then, 
armed with the half-axes which had 
served for tho murder, tho two blacks 
swam off to tho vessel. No one on tho 
schooner suspected evil, and all the 
whites seem to have been aeleep.prob- 
ably the black was waiting for bis 
comrades. Softly they stole about 
their murderous ' work. Two white 
men wore asleep on the dock, and both 
were struck bo that they made no 
sound. One — Shaw — says that he 
knew nothing till ho came to his senses 
two hours afterwards, waking in a sort 
of dream, finding himself ono mass of 
clotted blood, and chopped nil over 
the head and arm. What saved him 
was that he had wrapped a rug and 
thick llour bag. over his shoulders as 
he lay down, and the bag was dinted 
with tho IjIowb 'of the blunt axes. 
Gradually the situiition da'wned upon 
him. Thanks to the darkness of tho 
night, ho managed to crawl into the 
forecastle, although a black, spying 
him just as he went, mado a blow at 
him which missed. Thinking ho was 
too far wounded to bo worth troub- 
ling about, the murderers left him, 
and he managed to crawl aft 
tnrough the . hold and get into 
the cabin, Bui I must go back. 
After t,ho blacks had left the two men, 
Troy and Shaw, for dead on tho dock, 
they went down into the hold where 
another sailor, Purcell, was sleeping 
and attacked him. Ho was fearfully 
chopped on the face, head, and arm, 
one finger was cutoff, and a huge gap. 
ing gash made in his back. Him they 
left for dead, but he subsequently 
crawled through tho hold aft into the 
cabin. Meanwhile Dcasy, tho acting 
second mate, who was asleep in tho 
foreimstle, heard ^Purcell cry out and 
rushed on deck. In a moment he saw 
a black fellow by his side with an up- 
lifted axe over his head. He dodged 
the blow and sung out, 'Captain, the 
blacks are murdering us.' Then a'l 
throe rushed on him. How he escaped 
was a miracle. He has numerous 
slight flesh wounds and a severe chop 
on the arm; only the moat wonderful 
agility and presence of mind saved 
him. Once his murderers had him 
down on his back on the deck, and two 
paused to let the third get a chop at 
him. Even this ho managed to dodge 
shifting his leg, escaping with a 
flesh wound on tho inside of the thigh. 
While this was going on the mate, 
awakened by the noise, rushed past 
and got- into the foreriggiug, where 
another man,,had escaped. Deasy 
struggled out of'the grasp, of tbi^mur-' 
deiere, andrahfdi' the''foreca8tle,''one 
black following him. Getting his knife 
out, which up to that moment he had 
been unable to draw, he struck at his 
assailant, but missed tho stroke, and 
striking on tho axe,lost his knife. Then 
picking up a smill grindstone lying 
there, he struck the black and stagger- 
ed him, thus managing to get into the 
forecastle. A luirriecl search showed 
him there was uo weapon to bo found, 
aud ho caino out again to make a rush 
for the rigging. In his haste and in 
the dark ho rushed for tho port side, 
where ono of the blacks was part of the 
way up and another iu the bulwaik 
prepaiing with the intention of attack- 
ing thomate aud Liwreiice on the fore- 
yard. Deasy sprang past the black on 
tho bulwark and grappled the one on 
the rigging.; but before he could wrest 
tho axe out of hi.s hand the second 
black wounded Deasy on tho heel. 
Finding that tho next moment he 
would bo killed, he scrambled up and 
reached the foreyard, wLon he cut 
blocks with the mate's knife, and the 
men used them as weapons to keep 
back the blacks, who, after awhile, 
made uo attempt to ascond. During 
this struggle tho captain, awakened by 
the noise, oume up, and as he laid his 
hand on the companio<< it was chopped 
by a blow frbfe an ax. Ho retreated 
into the cabin, whore he remained with 
his son, and was subsequently found 
by the two sorely wounded men 
Shaw and Purcell. They vainly 
endeavoured to load a pistol, striking 
matches, but not daring to light a lamp. 
But the flowing blood clogged the 
pistol and damped tho powder, and 
they could do nothing. The steward 
had shut himsolf up in the galley; three 
moil were 011 tho foreyard. Deasy al- 
most fainting, and hiBhod to prevent 
falling, and poor Troy lay mi the deck 
near tho galley There was a .sort of 
lull. Tho men on the foreyard thought 
that all hands except themselves, the 
captain and his boy, woro dead; and 
the blacks, coinijollod to pauso iu their 
active attack, began ('^ '-"i;hv /.u- the 
bodies of their ''"-io,"'' ', ojj by 
this time crawled, •< Jjj^y ^^(^j-Cf^J.-ieiuch- 
iiig the hold they i/^yji^-^' i'iv-r also 
aouii; there remainr;,, iTR^y lying 



beside him. The grey light 
made objects visible, and the b. 
gan to finish their work Picking stone" 
and pieces of coal from the hold, they 
began to pelt the men on the yard, 
who dodged tho missiles as best they 
could. 'Then two blacks ascended the 
rigping with their axes, while the third - 
remained on deck j)elting the whites. 
These, compelled to disregard the 
stones, confined themselves to keeping 
the. axes at bay ^^ith their sling blocks. 
Then the blacks found the steward 
was in the galley. One went to guard 
the companion while the other burst 
open the galley door. The steward 
jumped through the door, rushed for 
the companion, dodged the blow aim- 
ed at him by the guard, and tumbled 
below. Now there was hope for the 
Avhitos. Daylight was biightening^-v- 
and au unwounded man had reached 
the cabin, where there was a revolver 
aud ammunition. But deliverance was 
not for some time. For nearly an hour 
the men on the foreyard had to keep at ^ 
bay two of the blacks who were assail- 
ing them, while third kept guard over 
the companion, cunuiugly shielding 
himself from tho loaded revolver of the 
steward. At lust au incautious move- 
ment of the guard exposed his head, 
and the next second a bullet went into 
his brain. The two blacks exchanged' 
a hurried sentence iu their own lan- 
guage, and one went to pick up his 
fallen comrade. Tho sailors in the 
foreyard dropped down the rigging. 
The mate, first on deck, picked up a 
hand spike and staggered tho third 
man with a blow on the head, and the 
others cloeed around him. The one 
who had gone to the dead guard loft 
him, saw the game w^as up and jumped 
overbocrd. Two of the blacks were now 
dead, and the steward leveled his revol- 
ver at the third while he swam, but did 
not succeed in hitting him; he was ' 
never seen again. Then the survivors 
went to the island, and found the 
bodies of their comrades in the hut, 
and made sail for Cairns with the 
wounded. Arrived there an inquiry 
was held, and the three worst wound- 
ed were sent to our hospital, where, 
under skilful treatment, they are pro- 
gressing as well as could be expected, 
I have only to add that the tribe to 
which tho murderers belonged aro of 
well-known ferocity. It was they who 
murdered-two men--Smith, and his 
male— on Gould Island four years ago, 
and it was they who met the crew of 
the captain's boat from^ the spipwreok'-'- . 
ed brig Maria, near Tarn O' Shanter 
Point, and killed four of them. No 
doubt, also, tlie same ferocious savages 
had a share in the murder of Conn and 
his wife near Cardwell. But I think 
that such au onslaught by three blacks 
and ten ^hites, ^at a place ■ divjlded,. by^ 
somtf Ktindreds of miles of " sea Horn ' 
the country of their own tribe is quite - 
unexampled in the history of Austra- 
lia."
